¢ April 30, 1998 Augusta, Georgia—WCW: “Crippler” Chris Benoit used a crossface submission hold to defeat Booker T. (Booker 
Huffman) for the WCW World Television heavyweight strap. 

¢ May 1, 1998 Greenville, South Carolina—WCW: Booker T. pinned Chris Benoit to regain the WCW World Television title. 

* May 2, 1998 (location unknown)—WCW Profiles in Pain Internet Broadcast: “Crippler” Chris Benoit used a crossface submission 
hold to defeat Booker T. to reclaim the WCW World TV belt once again. 

° May 3, 1998 Savannah, Georgia—WCW: Booker T. pinned Chris Benoit to regain the WCW World TV gold. 

* May 4, 1998 Indianapolis, Indiana—WCW Monday Nitro: Dave “Fit” Finley tombstoned and pinned Booker T. to capture the 
WCW World Television heavyweight title at 3:57. 

* May 17, 1998 Worcester, Massachusetts—WCW Slamboree pay-per-view: Dean Malenko (Dean Simon), disguised as the masked 
Mexican wrestler known as Ciclope, won the 15-man elimination cruiserweight contender battle royal, and later defeated “Lionheart” 
Chris Jericho (Chris Irvine) to regain the WCW World cruiserweight championship. 

On the same card, Sting (Steve Borden) and The Giant (Paul Wight) defeated Scott Hall and Kevin Nash for the WCW World tag- 
team crowns. (Hall attacked his own tag partner by clobbering him with one of the tag belts. The Giant then easily covered the uncon- 
scious Nash for the pinfall victory.) 

* June 4, 1998 Peoria, Mlinois—WCW Thunder: Lex Luger (Larry Pfhol) and “Diamond” Dallas Page (Page Falkenberg) defeated 
The Giant and Brian Adams (substituting for Sting) for the WCW World tag titles at 6:30. (Page pinned Adams.) 

Later that evening, WCW Chairman J.J. Dillon declared the title change void. The stipulation was Sting would wrestle The Giant and 
the winner of the match will pick a new partner and coholder of the tag belts. The match was scheduled for the Great American Bash 
pay-per-view in Baltimore, Maryland on June 14. 

* June 11, 1998 Buffalo, New YorkK—WCW Thunder: Dean Malenko relinquished his claim to the WCW World cruiserweight title. 
The belt will be awarded to the winner of the return match between Malenko and Chris Jericho at the Great American Bash ppv. 

+ June 14, 1998 Baltimore, Maryland—WCW Great American Bash pay-per-view: “Lionheart” Chris Jericho defeated Dean Malenko 
via disqualification to regain the vacant WCW World cruiserweight championship at 13:47. 

On the same show, Booker T. tombstoned and pinned Dave Finley to regain the WCW World TV belt at 13:15. 

Also, Sting used a scorpion death drop and pinned The Giant to win both tag-team belts at 6:38. 

+ June 15, 1998 Uniondale, Long Island, New York—WCW Monday Nitro: Sting picked Kevin Nash as his new partner and coholder 
of the WCW World tag-team titles. 

+ June 28, 1998—Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania—WWF King of the Ring pay-per-view: Kane defeated “Stone Cold” Steve Austin to 
capture the WWE World heavyweight championship in a “first blood” match. 

On the same show, Ken Shamrock defeated Rocky Maivia to win the annual King of the Ring elimination tournament. 

* June 29, 1998 Cleveland, Ohio—WWF Raw is War/War Zone: “Stone Cold” Steve Austin (Steve Williams) stunned and pinned 
Kane (Glen Jacobs) to regain the WWF World heavyweight championship at 8:26. 

* July 6, 1998 Atlanta, Georgia—WCW Monday Nitro: Bill Goldberg jackhammered and pinned “Hollywood” Hulk Hogan to win the 
WCW World heavyweight title at 8:11. (Karl Malone & DDP prevented Curt Hennig’s interference.) 

* July 12, 1998 San Diego, California—WCW Bash at the Beach pay-per-view: Rey Misterio Jr. defeated Chris Jericho to win the 
WCW World cruiserweight crown. (Dean Malenko caused ringside distraction.) 

¢ July 13, 1998 Las Vegas, Nevada—WCW Monday Nitro: Chairman of the WCW Executive Committee J.J. Dillon reversed the 
decision and returned the WCW World cruiserweight title to Chris Jericho. 

¢ July 13, 1998 East Rutherford, New Jersey—WWF Raw is War/War Zone: Kane & Mankind defeated The New Age Outlaws for 
the WWF World tag straps at 5:08. (D-Lo Brown interfered, allowing Kane to tombstone and pin Jesse Jammes.) 

* July 14, 1998 Binghamton, New York—(shown on the July 20, 1998 WWF Raw is War/War Zone): D-Lo Brown (A.C. Connor) 
pinned Hunter Hearst Helmsley (Paul Michael LeVesque) at 6:04 for the WWF European heavyweight title. (Rocky Maivia interfered.) 
* July 20, 1998 Salt Lake City, Utah—WCW Monday Nitro: The Giant & Scott Hall defeated Sting & Kevin Nash at 12:07 for the 
WCW World tag belts. (Hall outside edged and pinned Sting after Bret Hart interfered.) 

Also, Bret “The Hitman” Hart used a sharpshooter submission to defeat “Diamond” Dallas Page at 2:51 for the vacant United States 
heavyweight championship.

It is rumored that the contract in ques- 
tion offered Flair a payment of approxi- 
mately $2 million for 630 appearances 
over the next three years.

HE FANS OF PROFESSIONAL WRESTLING 

simply love a rags-to-riches success story, and Bill 

Goldberg, who will soon be celebrating his first 

anniversary as a pro-grappling gladiator, certainly 

fits the script perfectly. Since arriving on the slammin’ scene in 

September of 1997, Bill has been working exhaustively in an 

attempt to break away from the perception of him by the fans as 

WCW’s resident clone of “Stone Cold” Steve Austin, the 

WWP’s brash baldie. His hard work and determination have 

unquestionably paid off as he is now closing in on his WWF 
counterpart in the popularity polls. 

With each passing week and every successive pinfall victory, 


Bill has been able to carve out a distinguished niche for himself 


within a major-league promotion infested with overinflated 
egos. Without fanfare or a significant storyline, the former grid- 
iron star secured the respect and admiration of the fans the hard 
way—by earning it. 

As I stated in our last issue, Goldberg, using a game plan 
which at first appeared too simplistic to be effective, demol- 
ished the old order of ranking by forcing the matchmakers to 
abandon their standard formula of matchups. 

Within a mere seven months, Bill convincingly captured the 
United States heavyweight crown. Two months later, he 
achieved the impossible by pinning Hulk Hogan for the WCW 
World title. His reputation as a pseudo main-event performer 
had been obliterated. Bill Goldberg had arrived!

Throughout the past year, “Stone Cold” Steve Austin was 


simultaneously laying his own foundation for ring dominance 
in the WWF. Initially, the “stun master” merely brushed off; 


Bill’s incredibly strong ring presence as a short-lived fluke, but 
as we have seen, neither man is losing any ground, and, if any- 


thing, they are leaving most of their peers behind. It seems that 
in today’s weird world of wrestling there are only three types of 


wrestlers: Austin, Goldberg...and all the rest. 

Steve has made an enviable reputation for himself by bucking 
the system, while Goldberg has followed suit with equal suc- 
cess. Running against the grain has proven to be a bona fide 
formula for garnering a fan following. 

Goldberg appears to have the leading edge at this juncture. 
Without fanfare, little hype, and no glitzy grappling garb, Bill 
has positioned himself as a man of mystery devoid of any 
hubris but loaded with natural talent. WCW has been extremely 
wise to limit his exposure on the numerous television broad- 
casts; his lack of interview time only adds to the mystery and 
intrigue. 

Austin, on the other hand, is everywhere. He’s immensely 
talented and unbelievably charismatic, but—HOLY 
SMOKE!—he’s overexposed to the max on the WWE shows. 
The tough Texan relentlessly interrupts at various intervals 
during the TV programs and talks...and talks...and talks. 

The underexposure of Bill and the overexposure of Steve may 


prove to be the defining moment in the history of pro- 


wrestling’s marketing and promotion. Both men have talent; 
both men have the charisma needed to sustain huge fan bases, 
and both men have proven that they can get the job done. 

Many of today’s mat megastars are all talk and no action. Bill 
Goldberg and Steve Austin have made the reverse true, and 
their fans wouldn’t have it any other way. 

Who will ultimately secure the top slot as we approach the 
millennium? Perhaps the wrestler who can best convey his abil- 
ity—to do all of his “talking”—in the ring with pure, unadulter- 
ated talent and acquired skill will prevail. 

At any rate, the time has come for today’s top mat athletes to 
leave the microphones behind and deal with their in-ring 
confrontations. NWW

sylvester Ritter 
1952-1998 


: SYLVESTER RITTER, 45, WHO GAINED FAME AS 

: the Junk Yard Dog, died on June 2, 1998 in a single-car auto- 

: mobile accident at approximately 11:40 a.m. on Interstate 20 in 
the Forest, Mississippi area. Driving home from his daughter's 
high-school graduation, he fell asleep at the wheel and lost con- 
trol of the car, which flipped over three times 

The Wadesboro, North Carolina native was born on 

: December 13, 1952. Prior to his professional mat career, he 

: attained all-American status as a stellar collegiate gridiron ath- 
lete at North Carolina’s Fayetteville State University. He gradu- 
ated with a degree in political science. 

Ritter had a brief stint as a pro-football player with the Green 
Bay Packers, but severe knee and back injuries abruptly ended 
his pigskin exploits. In 1979, he turned to the mat sport and 

: began his illustrious career on the famed Stampede Wrestling 
: circuit in Calgary, Canada. With initial training by Stu Hart, the 
: young competitor—wrestling as “Big Daddy” Ritter—quickly 
: adapted to the diverse styles of the promotion. During his 
: tenure on the circuit, he captured the North American heavy- 
weight championship three times. He created the name “Junk 
Yard Dog” at the end of a tour in Calgary, claiming he took the 
nickname because he had worked in a junk yard as a teenager. 
In the late 1970s and early 1980s, he almost singlehandedly 
made Promoter Bill Watts’ Mid-South promotion the most suc- 
cessful grappling organization in the United States. On many 
: occasions, he filled Louisiana’s New Orleans Superdome as a 
: testament to his incredible drawing power. Wherever he 
: appeared—Arkansas, Mississippi, Oklahoma, or Louisiana— 

the results were always the same with victories and S.R.O. 
: crowds. 

He attained four separate title reigns as Mid-South North 
American heavyweight champion. On June 21, 1982, he defeat- 
ed champion Bob Roop in New Orleans, Louisiana. His second 
title reign began on November 25, 1982 when he defeated Ted 
DiBiase in New Orleans. On April 16, 1983, he won the vacant 
gold strap for the third time by beating Mr. Olympia (Jerry 
Stubbs) in the final round of an elimination tournament in New 

: Orleans. His final reign began on October 26, 1983 in 
Shreveport, Louisiana when he defeated Butch Reed. 

During his various North American title reigns, he defeated 
such noteworthy contenders as “Cowboy” Bob Orton Jr., the 
Wild Samoans (Afa & Sika Anoai), “The Big Cat” Ernie Ladd,

My brother 
Dory Funk Jr. wrestled Rob Van Dam, 
and Sabu competed against Mankind. It 
was a great card all the way through, but 
it did turn out to be a very expensive 
show. I brought in two guys from the 
Dominican Republic and four guys from 
Japan for this event. I also brought in the 
Headhunters and the ECW guys. For 
anyone interested, the home video is 
available through ECW. 
NW: What do you think of Bret Hart 
leaving the WWF to go to WCW? 
TF: This has happened time and time 
again in professional wrestling. I have a 
great deal of admiration and respect for 
Bret Hart. He did me a great favor by 
being part of WrestleFest ’97. Prior to 
this event, he had never wrestled outside 
of the WWF. I'm also grateful to Vince 
McMahon Jr. because he allowed Bret 
to participate in the show. 
Sometimes the wrestling business 
becomes very tough; this is what hap- 
pened in Bret’s case. It’s the wrestling 
part we all love, not the business part of

the profession. The business has changed a great deal over the 
years. It’s much more lucrative than it’s ever been before, and I 
guess you have to protect yourself. Promoters have to protect 
themselves, too, and there’s always the potential for a situation 
like this happening whenever big bucks are involved. 

NW: What do you think of the time you’ve spent working in 
Extreme Championship Wrestling? 

TF: I really, really like all the wrestlers in ECW. They have a 
tremendous amount of ability, and I admire that. ECW has a 
bunch of guys who enjoy what they’re doing; they’re not doing 
it just to earn a living. My opinion is they put on a better show 
than all the athletes who are pampered and getting paid a lot 
more money do. They also have a harder work schedule. They 
work injured most of the time, but they really love the sport of 
wrestling. 

NW: Many people know you from the movie Roadhouse. 
Which other movies and television shows have you also 
appeared in? 

TF: Yes, I was in Roadhouse which starred Patrick Swayze. 
Lalso did a couple of TV series. One was called Wildside. I 
really loved working with Meg Ryan, Howard Rollins, William 
Smith, and John DeAquino. They’re a bunch of good actors. It 
was a western, and I had a role I really enjoyed and felt com- 
fortable doing. I did another series called Tequila and Bennetti. 
It was about a cop and a dog. It ran for 13 episodes. I’ve been a

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guest star on Quantum Leap, appeared on Hulk Hogan’s shows, 


and was in several Sylvester Stallone movies. 
I’ve also done a couple of movies that are somewhere out 
there. [Laughs] They weren’t extensively released. I’ve had 


my share of them, but, gosh, if one of them could have made it, 


it would have been wonderful. The television shows weren’t 
picked up for a second season, but that’s just the way it goes in 
the entertainment business. I’m in a better situation than most 
people are, so I can’t complain. It’s a tough business, just like 
wrestling, but I have lots of fun doing it. I've also written a 
script that I hope will get picked up. 

NW: Well, you're lucky to have to been able to pursue both 
acting and wrestling.

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TF: Yes, I am lucky. Wrestling is one thing, but it does have its 
limitations. I certainly know that at my age. Acting isn’t every- 
thing either; however, if you're 75 years old and there’s a role 
that you’re right for, there’s still a possibility of fulfilling that 
dream. There comes a point when you have to stop wrestling. 
Acting is different; there’s always hope for a role. 
NW: Are there any other Funk family members who are mak- 
ing an impact in the wrestling business? 
TF: Not really. My brother Dory has two boys; one is a doctor 
and the other, a teacher. His daughter is a homemaker. I have 
two daughters. One taught biology in high school and the other 
was a registered nurse, but they are now flight attendants. They 
like flying, so they love what they’re doing right now. I like it, 
too, because I can fly anywhere I want for a vacation; if there’s 
something I want to do for the heck of it, it’s a very nice deal. 
NW: Have you trained any wrestling stars? 
TF: I think I’ve helped many of them. As far as training pre- 
sent-day stars, I really haven’t trained many of them; I live in 
the middle of Texas and I’m pretty much isolated out here. 
When we were running the territory from out here in the past, 
we trained many boys. 

If I have a chance to help somebody now, I will. Many guys 
have asked me for advice over the years. If anyone asks me for 


: help, Pll give them some honest advice; that’s what I’m always 
: asking for and that’s what I always look for. I just won't say 

: something to make a guy happy. I’ll tell them what’s wrong 

: with their match, but if something they do is good, I certainly 

: tell him that, too. 

: NW: That’s the way to be. People always appreciate an honest 
: opinion from someone they admire. 

: TF: Many young guys need guidance. I’m glad they think I 

: have the knowledge they seek. I certainly don’t mind being 

: asked; I'll try to be helpful in any way I can. 

- NW: How did you break into the world of pro wrestling? 

: TF: My father, Dory Funk Sr., was a pro wrestler, so I’ve been 
: around it all my life. It was my very first love. I’ve had the 

: Opportunity to do other things, but I chose wrestling. It has 

: always been my first choice. 

: NW: Do you have many friends in the wrestling business? 

: TF: Oh, absolutely. I have many friendships. There are lots of 
: great guys in this business, such as Lou Thesz, Harley Race, 

: Ted DiBiase, Stan Hansen, Tully Blanchard, the guys in All- 

: Japan, and some who aren’t here with us anymore like Pat 

: O'Connor, who I wish were still here. I try not to dwell on the 
: past or the future, I stay with what is happening in the present. 


NW: How has wrestling changed since you first began? 
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TF: When I first began wrestling over 
30 years ago, you could drive to the 
arena in only a day. Today the world is 
at your doorstep because of airplanes. 
Cable TV was also a major change in 
the world of pro wrestling. We’re now 
seeing changes in technology like the 
Internet. People are much more interest- 
ed in all the intricacies of wrestling than 
they used to be. They’ re interested in 
what happened to Bret Hart in Toronto, 
Canada, and they’ re interested in all the 
inside stuff they never cared about 
before; the fans are having an impact on 
the ratings with their opinions. 

NW: Do you watch wrestling on TV? 
TF: [ really don’t watch it that much. 
I’ve always said that if I were a plumber, 
I wouldn’t want to watch somebody else 
fix a toilet. [ don’t mean it in an insulting 
way, it’s just how I feel. 

NW: What kind of injuries have you had 
from wrestling? 

TF: I’ve had two compression fractures 
in my back; I broke my neck, and my 
shoulders were knocked out. God only 
knows how many stitches and concus- 
sions I’ve had over the years. My knee 
has been operated on. I can go on and on 
with my list of injuries; however, I 
would do it all over again and not feel 
bad about it. I’m sure that later on

there’ll be an aftereffect from all of my 
injuries, but that’s the way it goes. 

NW: Fred Blassie said that when he was 
a wrestling heel he was occasionally 
attacked by fans in and out of the arena. 
Has this ever happened to you? 

TF: Yes, indeed. I’ve had guns pulled on 
me, I’ve been stabbed a couple of times, 
and I’ve been in the middle of full-blown 
riots in Florida, Texas, and Puerto Rico. 
I guess this assures me that I was good in 
my match! [Laughs] 

NW: Who were some of the toughest 


opponents you’ ve ever faced in the ring? 
TF: I’ve just about wrestled everyone in 
this business. It really depends on the 
time period you're talking about and 
what their wrestling style was. In his 
prime, Abdullah the Butcher was a very 
tough opponent. He came running at you 
with knives and forks and whatever else 
he could get his hands on. I’ve had some 
tremendous matches with Harley Race, 
who had a very different style than I did. 
I’ve also had some great matches with 
Jack Brisco as well as Lou Thesz, Pat 
O’Connor, Ted DiBiase, and Bret Hart. 

] enjoyed wrestling Bret Hart very much. 
[like tough matches. 

NW: What about wrestling in ECW with 
Raven as your opponent? They looked 
like some of the hardest matches I’ ve 
ever seen. 

TF: As time passes, the fans demand 
more. In this day and age you have a dif- 
ferent style of toughness. You’d wrestle 
for 60 minutes, even 90 minutes at times, 
and those matches were physically hard 
and tough. Today’s pace is faster. The 
moves are more dynamic, The risk level 
is much greater than it ever was before. 

I don’t think there will be longevity in 
this business like there was in the 1960s 
and 70s. 

Some guys may prevail because of 
their position in the organization, but 
today’s rookies have to take tremendous 
risks in the world of wrestling that we 
didn’t have to take before. It’s very com- 
petitive now with TV and pay-per-view 
shows. It used to be the wrestling pack- 
age was the number of stars who were 
on the show. Today the package is the 
number of different crazy matches that 
are very demanding on the participants.

NW: What does a pro 
wrestler need to make it in 
this business? 

TF: Besides having talent, 
you need charisma. This 
element is hard to explain. 
You can’t really pinpoint it, 
but it’s something you have 
or you don’t. It’s the way a 
person carries themselves. 
Lou Thesz and Dusty Rhodes 
had it. It’s the ability to draw 
people to the arena. That’s 
very important in wrestling. 
NW: Do you have any 
regrets about your career? 
TF: I regret not being able to 
do it all over again. When 
you consider the amount of 
matches I’ve wrestled in, 
there aren’t many people who 
have stayed on top for over 
30 years like I have. This is 

a very difficult thing to do in 


this business, so I’m proud of: 


my record. 
NW: I’ve seen that your 


brother Dory has a website. 
Are you on the Internet? 
TF: No, I’m not, but I 

am very interested in the 
Internet; I’m in awe of the 
power that it has over the 
wrestling business and busi- 
ness in general. 

People pay a great deal of 
attention to the information 
on the Internet. You can real- 
ly find out what people think 
about things because their 
response is immediate. This 
will influence everything 
from the stock market to 
wrestling’s television ratings 
from one night to the next. 

Pro wrestling is finding its 
niche on the Internet, and it’s 
growing all the time. I think 
the Internet is an amazing 
technology! 

NW: Thanks, Terry, for tak- 
ing the time to do this inter- 
view. Best of luck to you! 
TF: Take care! NWW 
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NW: HOW DID YOU GET INTER- 
ESTED IN THIS BUSINESS, BILL? 
BA: | grew up in Tampa Bay, Florida 
and wrestling was big here. There used 
to be about 20 different wrestling territo- 
ries in the United States, such as Texas, 
Georgia, and the Mid-Atlantic. Florida 
was one of the greatest territories. 

Anyway, my dad was friends with a 
sports editor who used to write up the 
results of the Tuesday-night matches. 
One day he gave my father some 
wrestling passes, and my dad, in turn, 
gave them to me. I was about 10 years 
old and had never watched wrestling 
before. I didn’t even know what it was. 

I didn’t want to go at first, but then I 
became curious. I asked a friend to go 
with me, and I’ve been a fan ever since. 
Over time, I got to know all the charac- 
ters and personalities, but I didn’t know 
what went on backstage. 

I fell in love with the sport. I wanted to 
be a wrestler, but after six years I was 
still 165 pounds soaking wet. I knew it 
wasn’t going to happen. My stepbrother, 
David Sierra, known as the Cuban 
Assassin, grew up to be 295 pounds, 
and he went into wrestling. He was 
instrumental in getting me into the game 
as a referee. 

NW: Who was wrestling back then? 
BA: Eddie Graham, the Funk brothers, 
and Jack and Jerry Brisco were wrestling 
there at the time. It seemed like all the 
best talent in the country were in Florida. 
The talent pool never got stale. 

NW: How many years have you been in 
the business? 

BA: | went into it full-time in 1980. 
Three years were spent in the minor 
leagues. Dusty Rhodes gave me my first 
job as a referee. The first time I ever got 
paid was in Lubbock, Texas. I was paid 
$90 to referee three matches. The main 


event was Terry Funk and the Sheik in a 
chain match! My first big gig! I manage 
Sabu now, who is the Sheik’s nephew. 


It turned out the Sheik liked me after all, 


even after he stabbed me with a pencil. 
NW: He stabbed you during your first 
match? 

BA: Yes, and he ripped my shirt off! It 
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wasn’t like he said he was going to rip 
my shirt off, so act scared. It was noth- 
ing like that. He was a scary guy, and I 
was a young kid who he thought knew 
about the business. The Sheik grabbed 
me and violently ripped my shirt off and 
stabbed me in the head with a pencil. He 
stabbed me in the arm, too! I have a lead 


mark on my arm to this day. My first 
night with the Sheik was wild. 

NW: What was it like working for the 
National Wrestling Alliance and WCW? 
BA: When the NWA was purchased by 
Ted Turner, it was basically the same 
crew of guys with Dusty Rhodes, the 
Crockett family, Barry Windham, and 
Ric Flair as the leaders. As a referee, I 
was always made to feel like I belonged. 
I was always included in all the get- 
togethers from parties to fishing trips. 
NW: As a referee, which matches stick 
out in your mind the most? 

BA: The Ric Flair versus Tatsumi 
Fujinami match in Tokyo with 60,000 
people in the house sticks in my mind. 
Being in the Tokyo Dome gave me 
goose bumps! I was in the ring for the 
Last Tangle in Tampa card when Dusty 


took the NWA strap from Harley Race in 


August of 1979. My first time officiating 
in New York City’s Madison Square 
Garden was special. I couldn’t believe I 
was there. Participating in Wrestlemania 
at Caesar’s Palace or Boston Garden was 
great. For goodness sake, I dressed in 
Larry Bird’s old locker! 

NW: Do you enjoy being a manager? 
BA: Yes, I was a referee for 16 years 
and I had my fill of it. | enjoyed being a 
referee and I was good at it. 

Many wrestling stars like Ric Flair and 
Hulk Hogan would ask me to referee 
their matches. I would really get into it 
because the referee is part of the match, 
but I like this opportunity to try some- 
thing new and different. 

NW: What was a day in the life of a ref- 
eree like? What’s the routine? 

BA: Ill give you a typical week in the 
WWE. We'd be on the road for seven 
days. I'd leave my house on Monday 
morning from Tampa Bay, Florida and 
fly to Newark, New Jersey, rent a car, 
then drive to Poughkeepsie, New York 
to do a Monday Night Raw. I'd get there 
early afternoon and spend the rest of the 
day doing what I do. You guys know 
what referees do, you’ve seen it on tele- 
vision, right? After the show you go 
back to your hotel, eat a little food, have 
a couple of drinks, go to bed, and the 
next morning you get up and drive to the 
next town. 

We'd do TV shows on Monday, 
Tuesday, and Wednesday. On Thursday, 
I would drive back to Newark airport, fly 
to San Diego, California, do a show 
there that night, then drive two hours to 
Los Angeles, catch a plane in the morn- 


: ing to Honolulu, Hawaii, get there in the 
: early evening, go to the arena, do the 

: show, catch a red-eye to San Francisco, 
: get there in the morning for a show, go 

: back to the airport and catch a red-eye 

: back to Tampa. That’s a hectic week! 


There have also been some pretty laid- 


: back weeks that were fun because the 

: traveling was pretty cool. 

: NW: That’s a lot of time on the road. 

» Did someone travel with you? 

: BA: I would travel with different guys. 

: | liked to travel with the main-event 

: guys; I was single and we'd hang out 

: and go to lots of parties. I'd get the green 
' light to get into any party if I walked in 

: with Ric Flair or Hulk Hogan; otherwise, 
: [would have to wait on line like every- 

: body else. Traveling with the top guys is 
: much more fun. 

: NW: Did you travel overseas? 

: BA: When I was with the WWF in the 

: 1980s, I was making great money and 

: seeing the world. It was a thrilling time 

: in my life. The WWF was red-hot and 

: were selling out nearly every building 

: they booked. Like the wrestlers, I was 

' being booked on the weekends for dou- 

: ble shots [two separate shows a day]. 


On one WWF tour, they had us work- 


: Ing in six countries and ten cities in ten 
: days. Physically, it was hard to adjust 
: because of the different time zones. I 
: traveled to France, Scotland, Germany, 


: England, Austria, to name only a few. 

: My favorite stop was Tokyo, Japan. 

: NW: You were living out of a suitcase. 

: BA: Yes, I’ve missed many Christmases, 
' Thanksgivings, and birthdays. That isn’t 
: a particularly warm feeling. I celebrated 
: my birthday alone in a restaurant instead 
: of being with my daughter. That’s an 

: aspect of wrestling I won’t miss when I 

: retire; I'll only miss the friendships. 

: NW: What do you think of ECW’s role 

: in wrestling today? 

: BA: Oh, the big picture? I think ECW 

: has it’s own audience. The WWF wanted 
: to get the whole family involved—moth- 
: er, father, and the three kids—have them 
: enjoy themselves and come back. Our 

: audience is more like Howard Stern’s 

: audience. We’re outcasts, we’ re differ- 

: ent. We have a following. ECW has a 

: place in this business, and we’ve proven 
: it these last few years with our pay-per- 

: views. We’ve really taken off. 

: NW: How did you make the transition 

' from referee to manager? 

: BA: When wrestling began losing its 

: popularity in 1994, Vince McMahon Jr. 

: had to cut some expenses in the WWF, 
‘and I was one of them. He also cut office 
: personnel, agents, and he cut down on 

~ some talent. He said ‘Fonz, I’m not clos- 
: ing the door on you, but I’m cutting 

: down 30%, so here’s a check for $10 

: thousand to help you get by. Good luck. 


If the door opens, if we can use you, 
we'll call you.’ 

I was out of work for about four 
months when ECW’s executive producer 
Paul Heyman called me. He knew me 
from Florida and WCW. He saw some 
raw, hidden talent in me that I didn’t 
even know I had because I was involved 
in being a referee for so many years. 

Anyway, he asked me to come to 
ECW. I didn’t know anything about 
ECW, other than it was a small company 
in Philadelphia. I wasn’t doing anything, 
so L agreed to come up. When I got 
there, he told me ECW’s really extreme, 
really violent. They’re blood and guts, 
and what I’ve never seen before. I’ve 
been with the WWF and they’ re family 
entertainment, but ECW’s hardcore and 
they needed a little twist in their story- 
lines. Since I seemed very conservative, 
I would come in to police the extreme 
stuff. I agreed to do it and people imme- 
diately hated me! 

Paul Heyman knew I had something 
people would love to hate, the whistle. 
Oh, man, when I first came in I didn’t 
want to blow the whistle. I said people 
are going to hate me, and Paul said that’s 
the idea. Now I love the whistle. People 
are always asking me if I’m the guy who 
blows the whistle. 

NW: Is that when your title was Head 
Referee? 

BA: Senior Official was my title. My 
character came in and saw all this blood 
and stuff, so I stopped matches. They 
had this Taipei Glove Death Match 
where two guys would fight each other 
using broken glass. Just before the 


: match, I ran out and said this can’t hap- 

: pen. It’s illegal, you can’t do this in 

: Pennsylvania. I’m on the State Athletic 

: Commission, so I know. Well, the peo- 

: ple wanted to kill me because they’ve 

: been waiting two months for this! I blew 
: their party! They hated me, and it just 

: took off from there. I was just going to 

: come in for eight weeks, get choke- 

: slammed by somebody, and that would 

: be the end of it, but my character took 

: off—people hated me so much that 

: ECW wanted me to keep doing what I 

: was doing—and I enjoyed it. I was mak- 
: ing money and having a good time, and 

: it went to my head a little bit. Not really, 
: but my character has a big head, so my 

: eight week tour has lasted over three 

: years now. 


Before I burned out and people got 


: tired of me, I picked up an injured Taz. 
: He hadn’t found his true self in the ring 
: yet. Taz had it all the time, but he just 
didn’t know how to let it out, so we cre- 
: ated Taz. It really took off, and I was 

: back on top again. After Taz developed 
: his own character, he didn’t need me 

: anymore, so I went with a guy who did 
: need me—Sabu. He doesn’t talk, and 

: this guy’s really out of his mind. 

: NW: You seem to have a more active 

: role with Sabu. He calls to you during a 
: match when he needs something. 

: BA: We clicked together because Sabu 
: is traditionally from the old school of 

: wrestling. His uncle is the Sheik, the real 
: originator of violence 30 years ago. The 
: Sheik broke Sabu in, trained him, and 

: was his mentor. I came from the same 

: wrestling background. I’ve been around 


: for 20 years, so we really admire and 

: respect one another. I help Sabu when he 
: needs a little tape or superglue to keep 

: him going in the ring. 

: NW: Have you patterned yourself after 

: any other managers? 

: BA: No. I just gathered all my experi- 

: ences and wrapped them all into one 

: package. Paul Heyman helped me devel- 
* op my character. He gave me guidelines. 
: Some people say I bring back memories 
: of Wild Red Berry, which I take as a 

: compliment. I think he was one of the 

> greatest managers of all time. 

> NW: As a referee, have you ever had 

: fans try to physically hurt you? 

: BA: People have pulled guns on me; 

: people have punched me while I was 

: walking back to the dressing room; a guy 
: bit me on the forehead; a guy tried to run 
: me off the road, and I’ve had many 

: threats as well. 

: NW: Is it worse as a manager? 

: BA: You have to be careful at the arena. 
: There’s a lot of hostility. In the heat of 

: the moment, a guy might want to kill 

: me, but the same guy will want to buy 

> mea drink later, so it works itself out. 

> Sometimes there are really crazy people 


who can’t separate fantasy from reality, 


: and these are the people you have to 
: watch out for. Basically, everybody’s 


pretty cool. 


: NW: Were you ever injured as a referee? 
: BA: Many times, it’s hard to remember 
: them all. I was choke-slammed by the 

* tallest man in the sport, Giant Gonzalez. 
: He got excited one night during a WWF 
: match and choke-slammed me real hard. 
: This guy is over 7 feet tall. He had me 

: 12 feet in the air and then drove me 

: down to the mat very hard. It knocked 

> me out cold and messed up my back. 

: I’ve had back surgery. 


Wahoo McDaniel hit me in the head 


: with the championship belt by accident. 

: He was trying to hit Sgt. Slaughter, who 

: ducked, and Wahoo hit me instead. I had 
: to get 60 stitches in my head. This was 

: in the Mid-Atlantic area in 1983 or 1984. 
: NW: Weren’t you an interpreter for 

: Giant Gonzales in the WWF? 

: BA: Yes, he was a good friend of mine. I 
: assisted him for two years because his 

: English was poor. I made sure his travels 
> went smoothly. He saved his money, 

: invested in real estate in his native 

- Argentina, and today is a wealthy man. 

: Bad knees and diabetes put a cramp on 

: his wrestling career. 

: NW: How do you feel about the state of 
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wrestling today? 
BA: It’s changed, but it’s doing great. 
The wrestling business keeps coming up 
with new stuff. They explore new 
avenues because they have to give the 
people what they want. 
NW: Have you sustained many injuries? 
BA: If I get put through a table, I need 
ten days to recuperate. I’ve been through 
a dozen tables in my career. I almost 
died from an ECW match. Beulah hit me 
with a frying pan, which busted my head 
open and severed arteries and nerves. | 
still experience numbness. 

I’ve watched the tape over a hundred 


times. I’ve timed it and I still don’t know 


why I didn’t stop the match to go to the 
hospital. The match went on for 7:15 
minutes. I started bleeding during the 
first 30 seconds of the match, so I con- 
tinued to wrestle for close to 7 minutes. 
I spent 2 more minutes crawling back to 
the dressing room, and then the medics 
took me to the hospital. 

They said I lost 30% of the blood in 
my body. I was very close to dying. 
They couldn’t stop the bleeding at the 
arena. They gauzed me, put a metal plate 
over the gauze, taped it real hard, then 
rushed me to the hospital. 

After the doctors stopped the bleeding, 
they said I had to stay in bed for seven 
days. I left the hospital, went home and 
drank juice, then I came back to ECW. 

I also separated my shoulder twice and 
dislocated some fingers, and I’m just a 
manager! 

NW: Is there a great deal of partying on 
the road? 
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: BA: The WWE and WCW have a drug 

: policy. No pills, no coke, no pot, no 

: problem! I’m not a drug addict, but I’m 

: 40 years old and was brought up in the 

: 1970s. I wasn’t much of a drinker until 

' I got on the road. After the matches, 

: everybody goes back to the hotel to eat 

: and have a few drinks at the bar. You go 
: to bed and do it all over again the next 

: day. I started out having two or three 

: drinks a night, then it began to get ahead 
: of me, but I have it under control now. 

: NW: Have you had any offers from the 

: WWE or WCW? 

: BA: About a year after I started working 


in ECW, I received a call from WCW to 


: do TV tapings in Florida. One of the 
: agents called me not knowing I was 
: working for ECW. 


Anyway, I thought I’d work for both 


: groups. The next day WCW called back 
: and said Eric Bischoff saw my name on 
> the list and didn’t want me because I’m 

: with ECW. Hey, it’s their loss not mine. 


Now that ECW’s a threat, they’re 


: always raiding our talent pool. Look at 
Raven, he’s with WCW now. He has a 
: deal for over a million dollars. How can 


you turn down an offer like that? 


: NW: Where do you see yourself ten 


years down the road? 
BA: I'd like to be some sort of an agent 
working behind the scenes for ECW. 


> NW: What are your thoughts on Louie 
: Spicolli’s death? 


BA: I hope we learn from his life and 


: death. It’s so unfortunate. | am just sick. 


It’s hard on the road because wrestling’s 


- part of the entertainment business. It’s 
: parties, it’s hotels, and it’s so easy to get 
: involved with pills to wake you up in 


: the morning and pills to make you go to 

: sleep at night. Guys get injured, so there 
: are pills to relax your muscles, pills for 

: your back injury, and pills for your 

: headache. I worked with Louie for a year 
: and a half in the WWF and I worked 

: with him in ECW. He was a great asset, 

: a great talent in the ring. 

: NW: Do you think these deaths hurt the 

: business? 

: BA: Sadly, if someone dies, there is 

: always someone who will take their spot. 
: We live in a world that is full of talent. 


Look at how many new kids are com- 


: ing in. Where did Goldberg come from? 
: He just came out of nowhere! 

: NW: Do you have any friends in ECW? 
: BA: Sandman is a cool guy. He believes 
: in the business, and I like him very 

: much. I also like Todd Gordon. In the 

: ring we are archenemies, but outside the 
: ring we are best friends. 

: NW: What advice would you give to 

: fans who want to enter the wrestling 

: ranks? 

: BA: My advice is to be a true athlete. 

: Being at the right place at the right time 

: doesn’t hurt either. The faster you per- 

: fect your skills, the quicker the promot- 


ers will put you in the ring; however 


: there are no guarantees in this business, 
: I’m sad to say. 

: NW: Do you have any closing words? 

: BA: Please give ECW a chance. I think 
: we'll entertain you. 

: NW: Thank you, Bill, for opening up to 
: our readers, 

: BA: It was cool talking about things I 

: haven't thought about in quite some 

: time. Thanks very much for including

We'd usually appear for a week or two for each promotion. 
I'd say there were about 10 full-time women wrestling under 
Billy Wolfe’s leadership at the time. 

NW: Who were some of your favorite promoters? 

CC: First, I'd have to say it was Nick Gulas. He also gave 
many top male wrestlers their start in Alabama and Tennessee. 

I have a great deal of respect for Sam Muchnick. He promot- 
ed in St. Louis and was the NWA president for many years. 
Sam insisted that all the male wrestlers show respect to the 
women wrestlers. When we’d come into Sam’s office, he made 
sure the guys stood up and offered us their seats. 

Paul Boesch, who ran his promotion out of Houston, Texas, 
couldn’t have been more professional, a real gentleman. When 
I wrestled for Paul, he always made sure there was a taxi wait- 
ing to take me back to my hotel after the matches. 

NW: Who would you say was your toughest competition? 

CC: In the 1960s, Rita Cortez was hard to get a handle on. We 
had some vicious brawls, especially in St. Louis. I still have the 
United States belt from that time. Rita came closest to stripping 
me of the title. 

NW: Where have your wrestling travels taken you? 

CC: I’ve seen the world, honey. Wrestling was my ticket to 
sightseeing. I’ve been to 12 foreign countries and traveled the 
United States from one coast to the other. 

NW: What was your greatest thrill as a wrestler? 

CC: I have to say that without a doubt my greatest thrill was 
teaming up with my daughter Debbie in a tag match in St. 
Louis. Nothing has topped the feeling of pride I felt when 
walking into the ring with her that night. 

NW: Thank you, Cora, for sharing your mat memories with us. 
CC: You’re very welcome. God bless wrestling and all the 
great wrestling fans!
